ANNOUNGER: This is National Fire Prevention Week. Throughout the 


Nation, speeches on fire prevention have been delivered 
from platforms and on the radio; newspapers and. Magazines have 
editoriali zed about one of Auerica's foremost evils = fire - that 
brings ruin wherever 1% lays its heavy hand -- in cur homes, in our 
ary fields, or in our green forests. It seems unfortunate that suoh 
a barrage of warnings should be necessary, and yet it is essential 
that a nationwide fire consciousness should be aroused, Consider. 
forest fires alone and the Gamage eaused by such fires each year. 
During 1940, more than 195 thousand fires took their heavy toll from 
our forests. The direct money damage that could be estimated amounted 
to over 35 million dollars. In addition there were losses that cannot 
be estimated in money terms, losses in the form of human lives, losses 
euffered in such important values as watershed protection, wildlife, 


and recreation. Great losses, these, from fires started in many

Well, those seeds you kin get out of the pine cones will 
help to wipe the slate clean, I figger. I believe in 
puttin’ back in the soil everything I take out of it.
